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says nobody on gambling payroll 


Press coverage of some gambling 
arrests in Wilmington last week has 
left the Wilmington Police Dept. 
calling for a "time out." 

Chief Bobby Stewart called "very 
misleading" a report in Friday's 
Lowell Sun which-alleged that a 
Wilmington police sergeant was on 
the payroll of a company charged 
with running a gambling 
operation. 

"Mark (Jepson) told him (Sun 
reporter Patrick Cook) five times 
that no sergeant and no officer on 
the Wilmington Police Dept. was 
on anybody's payroll," said Chief 
Stewart. He said the matter had 
been throughly investigated with 
no evidence of corruption within 
the department. 

"Because I look into it doesn't add 
any weight to what was alleged,” 
said the chief. 

The Sun article report was based 
on an affidavit filed in Woburn 
District Court by Insp. Jepson. 
That affidavit reported an unsub- 


stantiated allegation that an officer 
had approached the chief and rela- 
ted that Officer James Cuoco had 
asked him who the officer was who 
was on Gerald Vinal's and Stephen 
Shepardson's payroll. 

Jepson told the Town Crier that 
there were allegations but no evi- 
dence. He said that the bits of 
information in the Sun story were 
correct, but the substance of how it 
came together was all wrong. 

"When you stack all the 
information together, it was not 
that way, not that way at all," Jep- 
son said. 

"We put every bit of information 
we have into an affidavit," he said, 
explaining that the affidavit was 
used as a basis for a search 
warrant, but was not considered 
hard evidence. 

"We didn't expect him (Cook) to 
go after our affidavit," Jepson said. 

What the affadavits did contain, 
though, was Jepson's first-hand’ 
observations of gambling activities 


Poker machines 
voluntarily removed 
from Sons of Italy 


Two poker machines have been 
removed voluntarily from the Sons 
of Italy Hall in North Wilmington, 
according to Chief of Police Bobby 
Stewart. 

Police had removed machines 
from four other clubs in town last 
week, charging the owners of the 
machines with gambling. 

The machines at the Sons of Itaiy 


were owned by another company, 
Stewart said, and police had no evi- 
dence that they were being used for 
anything other than entertainment. 

Because the machines in the other 
clubs had allegedly been used for 
gambling, then it is simply a pre- 
caution to remove them from the 
Sons of Italy. 


at the Marine Corps League 
clubhouse on Chestnut Street on 
four Friday nights, May 18, 25, 
June 2, and June 15. 

Additionally, the affidavit re- 
ported that Officer Paul Jepson on 
June 19 had discovered a door open 
at the Marine Corps League 
clubhouse.

The gambling at the Marine 
Corps League clubhouse had been 
previously observed as still going 
on at 2:30 a.m 

As to there being no activity on 
July 13, Chief Stewart said that he 
believed it to be just a coincidence 
He said he interviewed people who 
said the games were discontinued 
because of complaints from the 
neighbors. 


Fourth gambling 
suspect arraigned 


A fourth man was arraigned on 
Monday in Woburn Court on 
charges in connection with a 
gambling ring broken up by three 
other arrests last week. 

Louis Defazio of Anthony Circle, 
Newtonville, co-owner of Monte 
Carlo Rentals, was arraigned on 
charges of setting up and 
promoting an illegal lottery and 
organizing or financing a gambling 
syndicate. 

The gambling operation allegedly 
used poker machines and "Lucky 
Seven" cards to reap thousands of 
dollars a week in profits. 

Police confiscated poker ma- 
chines last Tuesday from four 
clubs in Wilmington. At that time, 
three men, all allegedly involved 
with Monte Carlo Rentals, were 
arrested, David Hanley, Jerry 
Vinal and Stephen Shepardson. 
They were arraigned on Wed- 
nesday and released on personal

The machines were at the Marine 
Corps League, the American Le- 
gion, the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
and the Knights of Columbus. 

The machines were allegedly 
used in a manner than involved the 
bartender in each of the clubs 
making illegal payoffs for each 
game won. The clubs allegedly 
split the profits with Monte Carlo 
Rentals. 

Nobody from the clubs was 
arrested, although police informed 
them that they could not rule out 
the possibility that the district 
attorney might decide to prosecute. 
Because the club managers all 
chose to cooperate with police 
there were no "raids," per se. 

Chief Stewart said that he decided 
to crack down on gambling before 
the Feds or any other agency came 
in to do it 


Caira wants 
more cuts 
for school 

budget

Upon the release of the state 
cherry sheets, Wilmington school 
officials are being asked by the 
town manager to cut another 
$50,000 from the FY 1991 school 
budget. Wilmington will be getting 
$103,000 less than originally 
anticipated in local aid. 

The School Committee had made 
severe cuts across the board in this 
year's budget. According to Supt 
William Fay, those cuts were 
softened when the water 
department waived $20,000 in 
water bills and a surplus was found 
in the special needs account. Part of 
the surplus funds were slated to go 
into the contingency account 
because there are no funds left in 
that area. In past years, 
administrators usually left 
$100,000 in that account to handle

Highway work triple any 
previous period, says Duke 


Governor Michael Dukakis 
visited Wilmington,on Friday, to 
deliver a speech at the Burlington 
Avenue bridge, which has been 
closed for major repairs. 

For the most part, his talk 
centered on the importance of good 
roads for the state economy 

“This is not just a bunch of high: 
ways — this is a’system" he said 

He spoke of a meeting in Andover 
where a new biotech center was 
discussed. It would be accessed by 
Routes 93 and 125, and would pro: 
vide 2000 new jobs. 

"That's just one indicator of the 
kind of future we have in Massa- 
chusetts,” the governor said. 

He said that the state was under- 
taking three times the highway 
construction it had ever done in a 
comparable period. 

"It's the best bidding climate 
we've ever had," he said. 

He said this has not been an easy 
time for state employees, noting 
that the DPW currently has 2000 
less employees than it had 15 years 
ago. 

Also on hand at the bridge were 
DPW Commissioner Jane Garvey, 
district engineer Peter Donohu 
and state reps Jim Miceli and Augie 
Grace 

Garvey said that the visit to the 
bridge was official recognition that 
"We're back to work at the DPW 
She said that with the new tax 
package recently signed, there 
would be 70 projects worth over 
$20 million, funded by the increase 
in the gas tax. 

"We finally have the resources to 
move ahead,” said Garvey 

The governor's visit also 
provided the opportunity for some 
comments on the part of candidates 
for state representative 

Republican Kevin Sowyrda was 
on hand for the governor's visit 
passing out a press release entitled, 
“Wilmington held hostage.” 

Sowyrda charged that through 
neglect and ignorance, the bridge 
bad deteriorated to a point where 
these state ‘leaders’ are here now to 
address a serious crisis.

“Other than providing occasional 
traffic lights, Miceli has done 
nothing to help resolve the traffic 
problems in town as reflected by 
the large number of detour signs in 
Wilmington,” the press release 
said.

These traffic lights which he 
dismisses with a wave of his hand 
were done by the people who 
preceded me, despite long standing 
need," Miceli said.

the school will be down to 54 
teachers on its teaching staff. 
Enrollment, too, is down to 695 
students though Fleming said he 
expects the final figure to be 
around 715 pupils. 

Fleming was adamant that no 
more teachers lose their jobs. He 
said if they do administrators will 
have to "collapse ability levels" and 
include students of all abilities in a 
class. 

There will be two new faculty 
members at the school this year.

Dear Larz: 

Up to this time I have said as litle 
as possible to the media about this 
case, but in your article 
"Arbitrator rules for police 
lieutenant,” you left out a few facts 
that should have been included to 
give the reader a clearer picture of 
this case. 

Town Manager Michael Caira, 
stated that as a result*of the ruling, 
Palmer is now a sergeant. 
According to civil service, 
Palmer's rank of sergeant has 
never changed and that no matter 
what title a town gives a sergeant, it 
does not change that rank in civil 
service standing. 

In your article, you state that the 
department is structured with the 
lieutenant in charge of 
administration, while the command 
sergeant has been in charge of the 
uniformed officers on the road. 
What you failed to mention is that 
under this structure, the command 
sergeant was made equal to the 
lieutenant in the department's chain 
of command. 

Chief Stewart said that the 
assignment of the command 
sergeant was not the issue, just the 
pay that was not negotiated. The 
fact that the union contract does not 
recognize a command sergeant's 
position was not mentioned. The 
union contract recognizes three 
civil service ranks, patrolman, 
sergeant and lieutenant with a 15 
percent differential between these 
ranks. 

Chief Stewart stated "If there was 
a violation of the contract it was 
not malicious in intent.” The 
Arbitrator stated in his decision 
that "The compensation provided 
the command sergeant violated the 
collective bargaining agreement." 
There is no doubt that there was a 
violation of the contract. 

Chief Stewart said the solution is 
to properly negotiate the pay 
through a motion to amend the 
union contract. My question is that 
if the Town has the money to pay a 
sergeant equal to a lieutenant and 
the need for that supervisory 

iti hy not make 
Position and 
have a chain of command that 
would remain in a structure 
consistent with civil service ranks. 
Also, if a second lieutenant's 
position is created, there would be 
no need to negotiate to amend the 
union contract. There is no doubt 
that the department needs more 
supervisors above the rank of 
sergeant. Over the years the 
department has grown, but has not 
expanded in the area of 
supervisory personnel.

Hottest TV show in town

Fire up the popcom maker, plug in the VCR, open a cold one and 
sit back. Here comes the hottest TV ever in Tewksbury. If anyone 
thinks selectmen’s meetings have been entertaining to watch, this 
could put them in a class with Hogan's Heroes reruns. 

Beginning August 30, the Tewksbury selectmen will hold public 
dismissal hearings for appeals board members. Bruce Gordon will 
first answer questions on August 30, then Peter Downing on 
September 4, Patricia DiBiase on September 6, and Chairman of 
the Board of Appeals Charles Stella on September 13. Starting at 8 
p.m. on all four nights, Tewksbury cable TV will air the hearing: 
live, and in color. ‘ 

A town meeting vote to reduce the appeals board to three regular 
members from the current five was approved by the state Attomey 
General, but an amendment calling for their summary dismissals 
was not. Selectmen are forced hold dismissal hearings to remove 
at least two of the current four members to meet the new 
requirement (Walter Maciel was appointed to the appeals board 
later, so his seat is safe), but Selectman Jay Kelley, at least, seems 
interested in seeing all four current members gone. 

The Boston Sunday Globe, in the Northwest Weekly section on 
August 19, had a story that there is wheeling and dealing underway 
about the appeals hearings. The story related that deals are being 
negotiated, with the current plan being to accept resignations from 
two appeals members in order to keep the other two in office. 

One town insider, however, said this week that the deal fell apart. 
The deal for partial immunity was supposed to be made prior to 
calling for the hearings. But the hearings were called, so all four 
will face the inquisitors. Evidence used to oust one would probably 
apply to all four, as most appeals board votes are unanimous. But 
in the glare of TV lights, anything can happen and often does. 

What next? The show, obviously, must go on. 

When dismissal hearings were discussed by selectmen in early 
July, Appeals Chairman Stella warned that if the town was going to 
air dirty laundry, "then let's air all of it." Bravo! Mr, Stella in 
particular has been quite vocal about defending the appeals board 
and its members. His unwavering defense has been admirable, and 
it's obvious he firmly believes in what he says. But his reference to 
dirty laundry is telling. If there is dirty laundry to be aired, the 
public has a God-given right to know about it, all of it, with names 
and particulars included. Catharsis as therapy. 

Possible examples? Well, perhaps hidden partnerships, or all the 
foundation-framing-landscaping-interiors-etc. work done on new 
houses built on appeals lots, or even the real estate agents who eam 
a percentage without ever appearing on a deed. But these are only 
rumors, unless somebody starts buming bridges in public. There 
are few “paper trails” involved in all this, and the hidden deals are 
the ones that really need to be exposed. Without airing the laundry, 
it stays in the hamper. The public needs to know. 

Starting August 30, there may be plenty of bridges ablaze, with 
handfuls of mud thrown to put out the flames. Or there might be 
secret deals made to avoid burning any bridges at all. We'll see. 

Time to stock up on blank videotapes. This could get wild.

A few musings and ramblings ...

With my wife still in the hospital 
in Boston, my mental energies are 
pretty badly scatter, I'm afraid. If 
nobody minds, I'd like to just cover 
a few minor points before hopping 
a train south for another visit.

Personalized education 
for Wilmington students 


by Arlene Surprenant 

The biggest change in the 
Wilmington School system in 
September may well be at the 
North and West Intermediate 
Schools. Both schools will be 
utilizing a full middle school 
concept. 

According to Superintendent of 
Schools William Fay, the middle 
school concept places emphasis on 
the individual child and enhances a 
youngster's self-image. 

"I guess you could almost call it 
personalized education,” Fay told 
the Town Crier Tuesday. 

Under this concept, there are no 
set periods in the day. Some classes 
amay only run for a half hour while 
others may stretch to an hour and a 
half. There are no bells signaling 
the end of class either. Teachers 
will be teaming up to better know 
their students and quickly identify 
needs and problems that arise 
Under the middle school 
philosophy, common planning time 
is set aside for teachers and joint 
student projects encompassing 
more than one subject area may be 
undertaken. 

Except for math, all ability levels 
will be grouped in each class, 
something which Fay says will help 
remove any stigma attached to 
being in a low ability track. 
Everything really boils down to the 
teachers’ ability to recognize 
student abilities and teach 
accordingly. 

Fay said while some teachers are 
admittedly nervous as they embark 
on this new format, administrators 
Jim Jordan and Michael Tikonoff 
have worked hard all last year to 
orient their staffs in the new 
concept. 

"The teaches, to me, are still the 
last bastion of heroes and 
heroines," said Fay and, along 
with the parents themselves, are 
being called upon to nurture 
students at the sixth, seventh, and 
eighth grade levels. 

The biggest change at the 
elementarylevel will be the lack of 
a formal computer program. At 
the Shawsheen and Woburn Street 
schools, the teachers will assume 
the role of computer instructors. 
The librarian at the Wildwood 
School is already well versed in the 
intricacies of computer 
technology, said Fay. Elementary 
class sizes will be larger, growing 
from last year's average of 24 1/2 
pupils to 26 1/2 students. Fay 


foresees with such a large 
kindergarten class this year and a 
"growth spurt" at the elementary 
level, he will have to "recapture" 
the Boutwell School when its lease 
is up in 1992 and create more class 
space by the mid 1990's, Because 
of a new kindergarten class at the 
Shawsheen School, Fay plans to 
seck another bus at the school, 
bringing the total number of buses 
up from nine last year to 10 in 
September. 

The curriculum committee, now 
chaired by science instructor Dick 
DeRosa, has been meeting during 
the summer to assemble all 
information gathered last year. 
With general goals and objections 
already laid out, sub committees 
will meet all next year to analyze 
various curriculum areas, deter- 
mine what is appropriate to keep, 
and recommend needed changes in 
the curriculum overall. By the end 
of the year, said Fay, he hopes to be 
in a position to assemble a rough 
draft of the entire K through 12 
program. Especially important, 
added the superintendent, is a 
mechanism to assure the constant 
review and updating of the entire 
curriculum.

"To do all this work and then 
walk away from it will just be a 
tremendous waste of time," he said. 

Twenty-five teaching and staff 
positions have been eliminated this 
year, resulting in the layoff of 22 
people, said Fay. In addition, 
Shawsheen Principal Robert 
Coffill has submitted his letter of 
resignation, effective September 1. 
Coffill has accepted a position as 
principal at the Lebanon High 
School in New Hampshire. Fay 
refers to Coffill as "an outstanding 
young administrator" whose ability 
and enthusiasm helped the 
Shawsheen School to grow in the 
short time he's been that school's 
administrator. Fay will 
recommend to the School 
Committee tonight (Wednesday) 
that Assistant Principal Michelle 
Nortonen be named acting 
principal until the post is filled. 


All students will begin the new 
school year September 5. 
Elementary students will be in 
school from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. while 
middle schoolers will attend from 
7:30 a.m, to 2:20 p.m.

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Water Witch 173 years young 


By JAMES B. GOLDSMITH 


lefore the North Reading 
Fire Department teamed 
up to restore its 19th 


century handtub, the venerable 
Water Witch looked like it had 
one too many Halloween tricks 
pulled on its tired old body. 

Today, thanks to the 19-man 
department, the valuable tub has 
been completely overhauled and 
restored to working condition. 
Sidney McIntire, a retired NRFD 
employee, recalls the day, 27 
years ago, in 1963 when he and 
former fire chief Ralph J. 
Sweetland, Sr. went to Smith's 
barn on Winter Street, North 
Reading, to sce the tub, McIntire 
recalls peering into the dilapidated 
barn, Lo and behold, sitting right 
under the hole in the roof was the 
ancient and honorable Water 
Witch looking like the last rose of 
summer, It was but a shell of its 
once proud self - an 1816 piece of 
firefighting apparatus purchased 
by citizens of the North Parish of 
Reading, elected to membership 
in a private fire company. 

Asked what his thoughts were 
when he first saw the Water 
Witch, Sidney McIntire smiles 
and What a ball I'm going 
to have." Within a few weeks 
NRFD firefighters William 
Schumaker, Donald Corson, and 
Nelson Harris got together ‘one 
weekend and moved the handtub 
to the fire station on a small 
flatbed trailer. McIntire, the man 
responsible for coordinating the 


restorations, said, "I was on vaca- 
tion when they moved it. The 
“work was done in the recreation 
room down cellar." 

The tub was moved from 
Smith's barn about 1969 when 
Sidney McIntire, an experienced 
woodworker, rolled up his sleeves 
and turned to his tools. He started 
by replacing the water box and 


determined exactly what had to be 
replaced and how the work would 
be done. That was 1970-1971, and 
Sidney McIntire was badly 
injured three years later. Without 
McIntire's guidance and leader- 
ship, the Water Witch restoration 
floundered for awhile, but eventu- 
ally it got back on track and great 
progress was made in the winter

of 1983. 

The major problem and chal- 
lenge facing the restoration team 
was how to carefully disassemble 
the Water Witch and replace its 
rotted and worn out parts without 
a set of blueprints or instruction 
manual. McIntire, a slim, intense 
man, says, "This was the most 
worrisome thing. I made my own 
plans by carefully measuring 
before | took it apart." Buddy 
McIntire also made certain no 
other firefighter took measure- 
ments or disassembled the ancient 
engine. This was extremely 
important since the lead man 
made detailed sketches and plans 
which showed him exactly how 
the piece fit together. 

The 65-year-old woodworking 
wizard continues his story: "I'm 
great for drawing plans to restore 
things in the same position." He 
needed two plans for the floor and 
explains, "I could have made it 
with one oak plank, but that was- 
n't the way it was built." This 
brings to light another extremely 
important part of this significant 
restoration; all work on the Class 
B engine was done by hand. 

What was the most complicat- 
ed and expensive part of this 
restoration project? Private Robert 
McCabe, the restoration's unoffi- 
cial historia, says it was making 
the tub's four replica wheels. 
Sidney McIntire agrees and says it 
was a real challenge to determine 
accurate wheel measurements 
since the original wheels were 
badly rotted. However, the depart-

ment did have one good photo- 
graph to work with and the late 
Leo Smith, a call firefighter, made 
good use of it. McIntire explains 
Smith took the water box's dimen- 
sions from the photo. Then he 
determined the wheel dimensions 


from the photo and came up with 
a scale which provided accurate 
wheel dimensions. 

Meanwhile, William Schumaker, 
a large friendly firefighter, found

Roosevelt decided to 
launch a campaign to nominate a 
friend of his as the Democratic can- 
didate for president in 1920. His 
friend was a forty-five year old fel- 
low by the name of Herbert 
Hoover. 

Roosevelt had one obstacle pre- 
venting him from getting the cam- 
paign underway: He wasn’t sure 


whether Hoover was Democrat or 
Republican. Embarrassed by his 
lack of information, Roosevelt 
tured to the daughter of Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge to learn 
Hoover's party affiliation. 
Roosevelt discovered that Hoover 
was a Republican and the knowl- 
edge dashed Roosevelt's plans to 
make his friend the Democratic 
candidate for president that year. 
Ironically, Roosevelt, in spite of his 
young age, was nominated as the 
Democrats’ vice-presidential can-

As president, he 
believed that his newspaper experi- 
ence would help him create better 
press relations. He instituted 
impromptu press conferences, 
which went well until one day he 
made an embarrassing mistake:

He balances this bravado with 
enough intelligence to know when 
to be afraid. Roberts and Bacon 
are both convincingly strong and 
charming, while Oliver Platt pro- 
vides the comic relief without 
falling into a bumbling coward 
routine. He's scared, but he's also 
smart and capable.
